In order to have a. flow ot water

Although electricity Is not a 


form of matter, as Is water-, its 
action in many cases can be com- 
pared to that of water.

Whenever the electro- 
motive force ceases the current 
also ceases. When the electromo- 
tive force does not exist its value 


• is, of course, zero. 


There are various ways In 


which an electromotive force may 
be produced. Two of the most 
common practical ways are to 
produce it by chemical action or 
by mechanical motion. All bat- 
teries. Including dry batteries and 
storage batteries, produce elec- 
trical pressure by chemical action. 
All dynamos, generators acd mag- 
netos produce it by the mecbau- 
Ical motion (rotation) of a certain 
rmrt'ion of the machine. 


Another way to produce elec- 


trical pressure is by friction. If a 
piece cr amber Is rubbed with a

silk cloth quite briskly for a few 
moments the amber will be given 
a positive charge of electricity 
and the silk a negative charge. 
The presence of these charges 
may be noted by holding the am- 
ber, for example, near some light 
bits of paper, which will be at- 
tracted to the amber. Now. 1* the 
amber and the silk could be quite 
highly charged and joined to- 
gether by a copper wire a momen- 
tary electric current would flow 
from th* amber to the silk. This 
shows that there was an electro- 
motive force present between the 
amber and the silk. The current 
flowed only momentarily because 
the electromotive force was not 
continually mnlntained. To main- 
tain It we should have to continue 
rubbing the amber, and while It 
was in—contact with tha silk a 
current of electricity would flow 
through a copper wire connecting 
them. The momentary current 
corresponds somewhat to the flow 
of water from a tank to a lower 
level. When the tank becomes 
empty there is no more pressure 
and no more water flows unless 
water Is pumped back up Into the 
tank. 


The unit of measurement of 


electromotive force is the "volt." 
and It is, therefore, often called 
"voltage." Electromotive force is 
very often abbreviated "E. M. F.," 
and It te-customary to use the ab- 
brevlatloh when referring to elec- 
trical pressure.

An alternating current of elec- 


tricity is one which Increases and 
decrease.) in strength and re- 
verses jts direction ot flow period- 
ically. It alternates In its direc- 
tion of flow.

The greater the dan ping 
die out. If after the oscillation* 
die out. If after the oscilluloas 
die out another group is produced 
It also dies out In time. It is pos- 
sible to produce recurring groups 
of damped oscillations. 


Continuous oscillations may be 


compared with a swinging pendu- 
lum which is struck a light blow 
every time it swings back toward 
the observer. If the blows are all 
of the same strength the pendu- 
lum will always swing to the 
same amplitude. But if the pen- 
dulum is struck one blow and then 
allowed to swing by itself, tha 
swings decrease in amplitude and 
the pendulum finally comes to 
rest. The swings are damped, and 
this action may be qompared to 
that of damped electrical oscilla' 
tions. Recurring groups of pen- 
dulum swings could, of course, be 
produced by striking It a blow 
every time it came to rest after a 
series of damped swings. This 
corresponds to recurring damped 
electrical oscillations.

Washington.—A new manometer or 


Instrument for recording air pressure 
on wing and tall surfaces of airplanes 
at different points simultaneously hns 
been designed and developed by F. H. 
Norton, an engineer of the Langley 
Memorial laboratory at Langley field, 
Virginia, it was announced by the na- 
tional advisory commute* for aeronau- 
tics. 


The first experiments were under- 


taken by the laboratory for the navy 
department in order to deWmica the 
distribution of pressure over the hori- 
zontal tail surfaces of an airplane and 
to analyze the relation of this pres- 
sure to structural loads and longi- 
tudinal stability and were conducted 
on full-sized planes In the air and on 
models in the wind tunnels. . 


Old Method Described. 


The old method consisted in using 


». horizontal tail surface inside of 
which rubber tubes, connected with a 
series of holes on the surface, led to 
a multiple liquid manometer. 
The 


several 
tubes 
of 
the 
manometer 


registered the pressure at each change 
of speed or air pressure and the results 
were recorded by an automatic cam- 
era which photogfcphed the height of 
the liquid in the tubes every few sec- 
onds. 


To study various pressures !n accel- 


erated flights or "stunting," it was 
impossible to tise the old liquid man- 
ometer and consequently the new man- 
ometer was developed, substituting the 
deflection of metal diaphragms and a 
means of automatically recording their 
deflection for the liquid manometer 
and the camera respectively.

James H. Robinson was born in Ar- 


iryle. Washington county, on Febru- 
ary 28, 1836, the son of Alexander 
Proudfit Robinson, an Argyle farmer, 
and for 50 years an elder in the Pres- 
byterian church at that place. He re- 
ceived a good academic education in 
the surrounding schools, and later at- 
tended Union college, from where he 
was graduated with the class of 1859. 
Four years were spent in the theo- 
logical seminary at 
Allegheny, Pa. 


During the year 1863, while he was 
pursuing the studies of his closing 
year in that seminary, a signal was 
made to him from Delhi, coming from 
the committee of supply of the1 First 
Presbyterian church. 
After carefully 


laying aside other plans, he decided to 
heed that call, riding in a stage from 
the city of Cobleskill for 25 hours, ar- 
riving at Delhi at 3 o'clock in the 
morning and spending the remainder 
of the night at the Edgerton house. 
The following day, the third Sunday 
in April of the same year, and being a 
bleak, stormy day, he went down to 
the old Flats church about a mile and 
a half below this village and preached 
to 47 persons, using as his message, 
"Behold, the Lamb of God." 


Ills Early Pastorate. 


Dr. Robinson was a man of small 


stature and as he walked down the 
aisle of the old church that Sunday 
morning, a woman was heard to say, 
"If I had known that such a little tot 
was going to preach for us today, I 
would have stayed at home." Before 
the service was over she had become 
a great admirer of the preacher and 
during his pastorate scarcely missed 
a service. The church building at that 
time bore evidence of long service, 
having been built in 1811. The audi-

He commenced his long: and useful 


pastorate on July 1, 1863. and year 
In and year out, he was the earnest 
preached filling his pulpit, the faith- 
ful shepherd 
feeding; his flock, the 


alert watchman taking the oversight 
of souls, the energetic minister serv- 
ing: his congregation by the will of 
God. 
until the year 1910. when this 


venerable man of God completed a 
47-year pastorate. At the end of this 
pastorate, it could be said of him, as 
was said of Moses at an advanced age. 
this his eye was not dimmed not his 
natural foi^ce abated. 


Fortieth Anniversary Celebrated. 
In 1903. the fortieth anniversary of
